In theendthe attack will rather benefit 
than injure Judge Crisp. When a man’s 
record is assaulted it only serves to lay that 
record fully before the world, and it becomes 
in turn its own vindication. 

That will be the result in this case. 

As a democratic warrior, Judge Crisp has 
been a veritable Bayard—without fear and 
without reproach. He fought in the ranks o 
the tariff reformers on the floor of the house as 
gallantly as any of them, and the speech he 
made on the McKinley bill was a masterpiece. 
It was pronounced at the time the greatest 
gpeech of the session. In every fight that was 
made the Georgian stood out like a giant, and 
when he had charge of the minority during the 
bitter debates on the contested election 
cases his generalship was faultless. Crisp is 
essentially a conservative and modest man, 
and during the fight on the rule he gave way 
to Mills and McMillin, who were his seniors, 
but on several occasions, by sheer force of in- 
tellect, he took command, and whenever he 
did he never made a blunder. To Crisp, and 
to Crisp alone, is due the honor of the only 
victory of the minority against Reed in the last 
congress. He cast only a single vote during 
his congressional career, the propriety of

Gorman is the brainiest and shrewdest politi- 
cian in the democratic party. He appreciates, 
as few men in the party do, that the rock on 
which the democratic ship may go to pieces is 
the silver question, and he is advising the 
leaders against making free silver party policy 
because ‘2 wuuld inevitably split the 
eastern democrats off from those of 
the south and ~west jand preclude 
the possibility of success in 1892. Instead of 
being adverse to tariff reform,Senator Gorman 
says that it alone can and must be made the 
paramount issue in the next caimpalgn. He is 
as heartily in sympathy with the cause as Car- 
lisle or Vest or Mills or Wilson or Cleveland. 
As a practical politician in 1888 Gorman 
deprecated Cleveiand’s action in sending his 
tariff message to congress, because he divined 
What proved to be correct—that the

He 
simply considered it ill-advised as a political 
move. Politics is not an altruistic or philan- 
thropic institution. It is primarily a game of 
strategy, in which the triumph of principle 
follows the most successful and opportune 
presentation. Because certain principle like 
that of tariff reform happens to be uppermost 
in the party, it is no crime that individual 
members of that party should have at some 
time in the past doubted the propriety of mak- 
ing that question party policy. If only the 
pioneers in the fight for tariff reform were how 
deserving of the confidence and support of the 
democracy, even such distinguished democrats 
as Grover Cleveland himself would be debarred 
Tariff reform was & great issue before Mr.

When he was interviewed in 1884, after his 
nomination, he studiously refrained from any 
expression whatever on that subject, and even

PROVIDING FOR THE INDIANS. 


Indemnity for Property Lost During the 
Recent Trouble. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The commissioner 
of Indian affairs has sent to agents at various 
Sioux reservations @ letter giving a synopsis of 
all existing treaties and agreenients between 
the Sioux and the government, including the 
Indian appropriation acts passed during the 
last congress, The commissioner directs the 
agents to state to the Indians that Agent 
Cooper has been instructed to proceed to Pine 
Ridge, and find out definitely what persons 
suffered the loss of property during the late 
trouble, and that as soon as this information is 
received the $100,000, which congress appro- 
priated to make good these losses, will be paid 
to them. , 

They are also directed to explain that the 
agents have been requested to report to him 
what Indians are ready and entitled to receive 
from the government cows and other stock, 
and as soon as this information is received, 
stock will be purchased and sent to them. The 
Indians are also to be told that the superin- 
tendent of Indian schools is now investigating 
the matter of establishing a large boarding 
school at Rosebud, improving the boarding 
schools at Pine Ridge and elsewhere and of lo- 
cating and building the thirty-day schools pro- 
vided for, and that itis hoped that,before the 
opening of the new school year in September, 
all of this work will either be completed or 
well under way, sothat they will have next 
year better school facilities than they have 
ever had. 

The agents are also instructed to inform the 
Indians that probably within the next month 
& commission will be appointed to settle the 
question of the boundary line between Pine 
Ridge and Rosebud, and that orders have 
already been given for the establishment of 
subissue stations at convenient places. Larger 
and better cattle will also be furnished the 
Indians. The commissioner directs that the 
agents state to the Indians very fully and very 
emphatically that a renewal of disturbances 
will postpone the payment of money and the 
furnishing of supplies. 


MUST POST THEIR RATES. 


A Decision by the Interstate Commeree 
Commission. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The interstate 
commerce commission today announced its de- 
cision in the case of the {New Orleans cotton 
exchange against the Louisville, New Orleans 
and Texas Railroad Company,in an opinion 
by Commissioner Morrison. Complaint was 
made that the railway company violates the 
act to regulate commerce by charging higher 
rates on cotton from Memphis and other 
points in Tennessee and Mississippi to New 
Orleans than it charges on cotton intended for 
export and shipped from the same points to 
Southport, La., within the port of New Or- 
leans, and that the rates charged by it on both 
domestic and export cotton shipment are not 
posted in its depots, stations and offices in New 
Orleans. 

Since the hearing the railway company has 
equalized rates on cotton to its terminal stations 
in New Orleans, and, therefore, no order direct- 
ing it to do so is necessary; but an order will 
be issued requiring it to post in its terminal 
stations at New Orleans, in convenient form 
for public inspection, the ratesin force between 
its New Orleans termini and stations in Ten- 
nessee and Mississippi, as well as freight for 
export as on that which is not. 


DIRECT TAX CLAIMS. 


How Shall the Money be Paid to the 
States? 

WASHINGTON, March,30.—Treasury Officials 
are considering the best method of settling the 
direct tax claims of individuals in those states 
where the tax was collected directly by United 
States officers. The act provides thatin such 
cases, money in settlement of direct tax ciaims 
shall be paid to the governors of states in trust 
for the claimants. It so happens, however, 
that the records of these collections are in the 
custody of the government, and that the gov- 
ernors have no record information on the sub- 
ject. Several ways out of the difficulty have 
been suggested, and the one most likely to be 
adopted is for the governors to appoint agents 
to make a transcript of the government records, 
and for the governors to settle the claims in 
accordance therewith. Under this plan states 
would be allowed to retain all that portion of 
its allotment for which claims shail not be 
presented within six years from the date of the 
passage of the act. Applications for their 
share have been already received from three 
states. 


Lemcke Does Not Want the Place. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—J. A. Lemcke, of In- 1 
diana, who has been prominently mentioned as 
the probable successor of United States Treasurer 
Huston, informed the president today that his 
health was so bad that he did not desire to be con- 
sidered in connection with that office any longer, 
especia:ly as he had arranged to — in May. 
It is stated at the white house that while Lemcke 
had never been tendered the treasurership, his 
name had been very favorably considered in that 
connection; also that Huston’s resignation will 
not be accepted until his successor shall have 


been appointed. 


Ready for the Argument. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The department of 
justice has received the return of the AJaskan dis- 
trict court to the writ issued by the supreme 
court, asking that cause be shown why a writ of 
prohibition should not issue in the case of the 
schooner Sayward, libeled for a violation of the 
law prohibiting sealing in Behring sea. It will be 
filed in a short time by Attorney General Miller or 
Solicitor General Taft, and no reason is now known 
why the argument should not be proceeded with 
on the second Monday in April. 


Five of Them Captured. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Attormey General 
Milier today received a telegram from United 
States Marshal Walker, at Pensacola, Fla., saying 
that five of the men connectad with the shooting 
of United States officers at Bonifay, Fia.,in De- 
cember last, have been arrested,and that they 
pleaded guilty to having conspired to kill the 

overnment officers. He says that he expects to 
catch the other persons concerned in that affair.

HAPPY THAT PALMER WAS ELECTED 


Because the Alliance Wants the Balance of 
Power in the Senate—How they 
Expect to Do It. 


New York,-March 30.—An evening paper 
says that Congressman Jerry Simpson, of 
Kansas, was at the Windsor hotel today. He 
occupied a six-dollar-a-day room, and seemed 
to be perfectiy at home in the hotel where 
millionaires stop. This dialogue tovk place 
between Mr. Simpson and a reporter: 

“Some of the republican papersin New 
Hampshire say Senater Chandler invited you 
to speak in that state. Did he?” 

“T have never heard anything about it. “I 
spoke there under the auspices of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance. It is rather queer that I should 
be accused of being an ally of the republicans 
in the north. Now,in the south the demo- 
crats declare the Farmers’ Alliance is in with 
the republicans, and in the north the republic- 
ans declare we are nothing but democrats. 
And. between the two we go ahead, gather 
strength, and in 1892 both parties will see what 
we are and whether we can paddle our own 
canoe,.”’ 

“Do you expect to run a candidate of your 
own?” 

“I think so, but cannot say yet. Next year, 
some time, we will have a big conference and 
decide what we shall do. It looks to meas if 
we should be able to puta candidate in the 
field and win.”’ 

**You are accused of helping to elect Senator 
Palmer. Did you lend him any aid?”’ 

“Well, I went by Springfield, and I am not 
sorry that Palmer is elected senator. Why 
should I not want to see him elected senator? 
We want to hold the balance of power in the 
senate andin the house, and naturally I did 
not wish to see a republican elected, because it 
would lessen our chances in the senate.’”’ 

‘*How do you expect to have the balance of 
power in the senate by the election of Pal- 
mer ?’’ 

“Easy enough. Heis a democrat and will 
vote against protection and against republic- 
ans on every vital point. Well, with Peffer 
and Kyle and several silver senators from the 
west, the alliance expects to repeal the tariff. 
Thatis ouraim, and I do not think we can 
fail.’’

CLEVELAND'S LETTER WAS INSULTING 


Senator Pugh Takes Open Ground Against 
the Ex-President. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 30.—[Special.]— 
In an interview here today, Senator James L. 
Pugh said to your correspondent: 

‘‘Mr. Cleveland’s uncompromising hostility 
tothe free and unlimited coinage of silver 
compels me to oppose his nomination in 1892. 
If nominated he could not be elected, for that 
would, in my judgment, drive the supporters 


of free coinage intoa third party. My opinion 


is that the free coinage of silver will bea 
a sharper issue by itself, and worth more to the 
democratic party than tariff reform, as unwisely 
made a single issue by Mr. Cleveland 
in 1888. When the force bill was before con 
gress, and the whole country was alarmed, 
Mr. Cleveland kept silence, but when the 
silver bill whipped the force bill, Mr. Cleve- 
land and his gold friends broke the silence and 
opened war on the silver bill in the most in- 
sulting language, and smothered it in defiance 
of an almost unanimous democratic support. 
The anti-silver letter of Mr. Cleveland was in- 
sulting to every supporter of free coinage as 
impeaching their capacity. 

Senator Pugh while non-committal as to his 
choice, expressed a great liking for Hill. 


FATHER CRAFT’S PREDICTION 


Of Trouble Unless the Indians Are Trans- 
ferred to the War Department. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 30.—Mr. Eugene 
T. McAuliffe, of this city, yesterday received 
a letter dated Pine Ridge agency, March 23d, 
from Rev. Father Francis M. J. Craft, the 
Indian missionary, who predicted the recent 
Indian troubles and who himself was shot at 
Wounded Knee. In the communication 
Father Craft earnestly points out the danger 
of more serious trouble unless the Indians are 
placed under control of the war department. 
He says in part: 

As the case stands now, the causes of the'trouble 
still exist and the Indians and whites are at the 
mercy of any rascal who finds it to his interest to 
annoy andendanger them. The only thing that 
stands in the way of a speedy and permanent set- 
tlement of all the difficulties by the immediate 


-+ transfer of the Indians to the war department, is 


the desire of politicians to retain plunder. As 
these politicians are our public servants, and in 
our power, we American citizens should use that 
power to turn them out of the offices they have 
abused to our loss and disgrace. With the people 
rest the remedy, and on them will rest the Nias 
if they will not _ bestir themselves. 
Every word that I have said for 
the past year has been veritied, and more 
than verified, and I think 1t is now time for Ameri- 
cans to say what they are goingtodo. The Ameri- 
can people are responsible, if they fail to act at 
once, for evils that will certainly follow. Heaven 
rant that I may not now be making another pre- 
iction, to be lightly disregarded and terribly 
verified. If the Indians are not to be transferred 
to the war department, but are to be further 
robbed and abused, I cf Ame I must prepare for 
another dose of lead and steel, which will, I hope, 
be more effective than the last. I am heartily 
sick and tired of witnessing miseries that I can 
not correct, and sharing the sufferings of the un- 
fortunate Indians and brave soldiers, who are 
forced into the conflict and then slandered by the 
cowardly politicians who slaughtered them. 


A BATTLE IN INDIA 


-In Which Nearly Five Hundred Were 


Killed. 

CatcuTta, March 30.—A dispatch from 
Manipur, province of Assam, brings news of a 
disaster to a force of native troops there 
News was brought to Kohima, on the Assam 
frontier, by two goorkhas (native soldiers in 
the British service) who arrived there yester- 
day. The massacre originated in a feud be- 
tween the rajah of Manipurand the leading 
tribal chicf. The rajah was deposed and he 


appealed to the viceroy. British Commis- | 


sioner Quinton was sent to settle the trouble. 
and started from headquarters at BShil- 
long, escorted by the Forty-second and 
Forty-fourth Goorkha Light Infantry. After 
crossing the frontier Quinton summoned the 
chiefs to Durbar at Manipur for the purpose of 
arresting the rebellious chief. The tribesmen, 

retending to obey the summons, mustered in 

orce, and at midnight before the day on which 
Durbar was to be held suddenly attacked the 
camp, The attempt to surprise the camp 
failed, and the tribesmen were driven back. 
They returned, however, and kept up the 
attack day and night for forty-eight hours. 
Finally the ammunition of the Goorkhas gave 
out, and Commissioner Quinton was obliged to 
give the order, ‘Save whocan.”’ 

During the tight scouts were sent out to try 
to communicate with Shillong, but they never 
returned. Manipur natives cut the te ph 
wires and killed the messengers. The i 
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taking of the camp. There is reason for be- 
lieving that the estimate that 470 were killed 
is incorrect. 

One account of the affair reports that Com- 
missioner Quinton and his staff were made 
prisoners. - Another account says that Shene, 
the commander; Commissioner Quinton, with 
his son, Captain Boileau and six officers were 
killed, the natives refusing to give them 
quarter, 

The rebellious tribe is famous for cunning 
cruelty and bravery. Immediately upon re- 
ceiving news of the disaster the viceroy at 
Simla summoned a council. Two native regi- 
ments stationed in Assam have already been 
dispatched to Manipur. The Third Bengal 
infantry will start for the scene tomorrow.

Dusiin, March 30.—Michael Davitt re- 
turned from Sligo to Easkey by 2 circuitous 
route Sunday night.

Mem- 
bers of parliament and police wefe obliged to 
separate the combatants. Davitt remained in 
Easkey until this afternoon.

was not even in Berlin ip 1866.

Found Dead the Next Morn- 
ing. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—Bernard Mc- 
Kee, residing at 2414 Bodine street, this city, 
was found dead in the rooms of the ‘‘Dauphin 
Literary Club,’’ a drinking organization near 
his home, this morning. Last night McKee 
boasted in the hearing of a number of compan- 
ions, who were drinking in the clubroom, of 
the quantity of liquor he was capable of con- 
suming. One of the party, who held

offered to wager that McKee 
could not drain it of whisky three times. The 
wager was accepted and a quart of liquor pro- 
cured, After McKee hud fulfilled the terms 
of the bet, he became stupefied, and was laid 
on the floor.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 30.—The interstate 
commerce commission met here today to hear 
complaints of the orange and vegetable growers 
of Flonmda against the railroad and steamship 
companies for excessive freight charges on those 
products. The day was occupied in taking testi- 
mony in the suit of the orange growers, which is 
brought by the Florida railroad commission 
against the Savannah, Florida and Western Rail- 
way Company et al. praying for reimbursement of 
10 cents per box on oranges from Jacksonville to 
New York and other eastern poyng and asking 
that the rate be lowered from 40 to 25 cents per box. 


Supposed to Close the Breach. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 30.—[{Special.]—The 
congregation of St. Michael and St. Paul 
churches today elected delegates to the 
diocesian convention, As these were the only 
churches that remained unrepresented in 
the convention of the settlement of the 
color question, the clection of delegates is re- 
garded as a final healing of the schism which has 
prevailed inthe diocese for the past four or five 
years. The trouble arose from the placing of the 
name of anegro clergyman on the roll of clerical 
deputies, which action caused quite a number of 
parishes to secede. 


Advices from Honolulu. 

Saw FRANCISCO, March 30.—The British steamer 
Elon arrived from Honolulu yesterday with news 
up to March 18th. The queen has announced the 
members of her privy council. Among the meim- 
bers are the queen’s husband, John Dominis, and 
about forty other prominent men of the kingdom. 

The missionary schooner Chapman was lost on 
the west coast of Tahiti, November 30, 1890. She 
was bound from Honolulu to Pitcaira island, The 
crew, numbering sixteen, were drowned.

THE SIGNAL TO BE GIVEN TO A 
BRIBED JUROR 


IN GASE THE MONEY WAS PAID OVER 


But the Little Game Didn't Work—Bad 
Boys Arrested for KBurglary—The Trial 
of Kincaid for Killing Taulbee. 


CuHIcaGo, March 30.—A bold attempt at 
jury bribing in a $10,000 damage case against 
the Yerkes cable street railway was exposed 
in Judge McConnell’s court today. The ac- 
cused jury fixers are J. J. Hopper and M. C. 
Shannon, two real estate brokers. Hopper 
admitted his guilt, but Shannon denied all 
knowledge of the crime, though admitting ac- 
quaintance with Hopper and having talked 
with the latter since the trial began. It ap- 
peared from Hopper’s confession that after 
Shannon was selected asa juror, Hopper went 
to the claim agent of the street railway com- 
pany and offered to secure a verdict in favor 
of the company, ora disagreement, for $300. 
The claim agent pretended to accept, and had 
Hopper shadowed from the moment he left 
the company’s oftice. The arrests were mado 
just when the jury was retiring to 
consider the verdict. A peculiar signal was 
said by Hopper to have been agreed upon to 
show that the bribe money had been paid by 
the defendant corporation for the corrupt ver- 
dict. If the meney wasin hand Hopper was 
to come finto the courtroom, and, taking a 
drink at the water cooler, slowly wipe off his 
chin. 


TAULBEE MADE THREATS 


Against Kincaid About Writing a Certain 
Article—The Murder Trial. 

WasnHINGTON, March 30.—In the Kincaid 
trial today the dispute pending since the de- 
fense began presenting their case, as to the 
admissibility of testimony showing prior 
threats by Taulbee against Kincaid, was set- 
tled by the judge admitting such testimony. 
One witness on this point was Albert J. Kelly, 
of Terre Haute, Ind., who said he had been 
intimate with Taulbee, and had heard him say 
the world was not wide enough for the writer 
of the article to escape his vengeance.

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THE QUESTION NOW BEFORE 4A 
FLOYD COUNTY JURY. 
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Mrs. Ora McKee on Trial for the Murder of 
Mrs. Wimpee—A Story in which $300 
. Plays a Part. 


" Rome, Ga., March 30.—[Special.]—The first 
case called for trial this morning was that of 
the state vs. Mrs. Ora McKee. 

From the prominence of the parties in- 
volved, from the heinousness of the crime 
charged, and from the striking beauty of the 
fair prisoner, the deepest interest has centered 
around the case. 

Mrs. Ora McKee was indicted by the grand 
jury for murder. It is alleged that she admin- 
istered to Mrs. Matt Wimpee rat poison of the 
“Get There” brand, from the effects of which 
Mrs. Wimpee died. 

THE PARTIES TO THE CASE. 

Mrs. McKee is a strikingly handsome bru- 
nette, about twenty-four years old. Her 
maiden name was Miss Ora Buice. She re- 
sided in Rome several years before her mar- 
riage. Mr. and Mrs. McKee lived in DeSota 
in a very attractive home. 

Mrs. Wimpee is of alarge and well-known 
family, and was abont forty yearsold. Mr. 
and Mrs. Wimpee lived on an adjoining lot 
from the McKee’s. 

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Wimpee were next 
door neighbors, and the best of friends. The 
22d of last September Mrs. McKee gave a dish 
of peaches to Mrs. Wimpee and immediately 
afterwards Mrs. Wimpee was taken violently 
ill. Neighbors were called in to set up during 
the night. Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Dietz sat 
up part of the night. Mrs. Wimpee desired 
some egg-nog during the night, and Mrs. Mc- 
Kee told Mrs. Dietz to go into an ad- 
joining room and she would prepare 
it. Mrs. Wimpee declined the egg-nog, saying, 
“Tt was not fit to drink.”” Another glass was 
prepared, Mrs. Mckee again telling Mrs. 
Dietz to gointoan adjoining room, that she 
would prepare it. Again Mrs. Wimpee did 
not drink the draught, but asked Mrs. McKee 
and Mrs. Dietz to drink. Mrs. McKee de- 
clined for both. 

The light in the room was taken out. Later 
in the night a noise was heard in the wardrobe 
where Mrs. Wimpee’s valuables and papers 
were kept. 

The morning light disclosed that atin box 
was missing containing Mrs. McKee’s notes to 
Mrs. Wimpee, amounting to $300. 

Mrs. Dietz says Mrs. McKee acknowledged 
to her that she had taken the box because she 
thought Mrs. Wimpee was going to die, and she 
did not want anybody to know about her in- 
debtedness. Mrs. Deitz told Mrs. McKee that 
if Mrs. Wimpee died she would certainly hang. 
That if she would tell what Mrs. Wimpee had 
taken the doctors might save her. Mrs. McKee 
replied that she had poisoned Mrs. Wimpee 
some two weeks ago by putting poison in 
peaches, and also in egg-nog. She said her 
object was to kill Mrs. Wimpee, and thuscon- 
ceal her indebtedness. 

The cause of the horrible affair, Mr. Wim- 
pee said, was money. 

Two days before Mrs. Wimpee died Mrs. 
McKee left the city 

THE SEARCH FOR THE MISSING WOMAN. 

In vain did the officers search for Mrs. 
McKee. It wasthought she was on her way 
to Cuba, but Mr. James B. Davis,a very 
skilful detective, followed her to Columbus 
and then with many stop-overs, to the middle 
of Florida, and at New Smyrna, 100 miles 
south of Jacksonville, she was arrested. Mrs. 
McKee was told that unless perfectly willing 
to return to Georgia she could not be com- 
pelled to without a requisition. She said, 
‘*Take me home for I am not guilty. It was 
through fright that I ever left. Everybody 
was so excited. Thatiswhy I ever left. I 
am not guilty.”” So Sheriff Moore, Mr. Davis 
and Mrs. McKee returned to Rome, on No- 
vember 9th, and since that time she has been 
imprisoned behind the bars. 

Varied are the opinions concerning this 
remarkable case, and while some think 
there is guilt beyond a doubt, yet 
there are some who believe in the 
innocence of the pretty prisoner, and 
that her vindication in this sad and deplorable 
affair will be spoken by the jury when a ver- 
dict is rendered.

The Case in Court. 

Long before the superior court had convened 
this morning, a great crowd had gathered in 
the little courthouse of Floyd county.

Moore, Mr, and Mrs. McKee and a sister were 
driven from the jail to the courthouse in an 
elegant landeau. 

As Mrs. McKee entered the courtroom all 
eyes were turned towards her. 

The spectators saw that prison life had not 
impaired the beauty of the prisoner. 

ef countenance was cheerful, and she mod- 
estly met the gaze of the great throng of eager, 
curious eyes turned towards her. 

Mrs. McKee was tastefully attired in a gar- 
net-colored dress trimmed in black velvet, 
with hat and gloves to match. A pretty gray 
jacket with variegated cords was also worn. 

A little blue-eyed girl, five or six years old, 
took her seat between Mr. and Mrs. McKee. 

THE WOMAN IN COURT. 

The little child remained in court and few 
there were who did not know but that she was 
the daughter. Chloe McKee isin Columbus, 
Ga., With an aunt. 

But the crowd didn’t know it. 

Around Mrs. McKee sat her father and aged 
mother, her brother, Oscar Buice, her two 
sisters, Mrs. Hardin and Miss Ossie Buice and 
Mrs. Pouncey, from Atlanta. 

As the city clock struck 10, Judge Maddox 
said, ‘‘What does the state say in the case of 
the State vs. Ora McKee ?”’ 

Colonel J. I. Wright responded: ‘‘We can 
safely announce we are ready.””

The witnesses for the state were called, and 
there were nineteen names on the back of the 
true bill. . | 

The defense has no subpenas on the docket 
as yet. 

The plea of not guilty was signed by Colonel 
Wright, and the first panel of jurors were 
called. 

The first three men of the panel were taken 
and then two more out of the first twelve. 
One juror was selected from the second 
twelve.

Thursday she grew worse. Thursday night, 
about 9 o’clock, Mrs. McKee and Mrs, Dietz 
came to his hometositup with his wife. Mrs. 
McKee told him he had better go upstairs and 
rest. Next morning Mrs. Wimpee was very 
sick. Next morning a tin box containing his 
wife’s papers were was missing. : 

“T sent for Mrs. McKee, she having gone 
home. She did notcome. When she heard 
about sending for her husband she came over. 
My wife said: ‘Miss Ora, my tin box is mlss- 


“Mrs. McKee denied having taken it, but 
wheeled out of the door and went into the 
dining room. There she confessed having 
takenthe box,and she would return it if 
Wimpee would say nothing sbontit. The 
box ‘w: returned. Mrs.. Mckee left for 
unknown parts Friday night, and Mrs. Wim- 

yee died Sunday evening. Sheriff Moore 
Erode her back. Mr. Wimpee said his cow 
died. He fed the cow on slops out of a pan 
outside the back door. A diagram of Wim- 
pee’s house was introduced. 

JHE IS CROSS-QUESTIONED. 

On crosé-examination, Mr. Wimpee said his 
family consisted of his wife, himself and two 
little girls. Mrs. Ponder and daughter boarded 
there.

Wimpee vomited all Monday evening and 
night; that Mrs. Wimpee managed her own 
business affairs. 

Here a question was asked Mr. Wimpee 
about the relations between him and his wife— 
if they had not separated or been divorced. 
The state objected, but afterwards consented. 

Witness said some ten years ago there had 
been such a thing, but since that time it had 
been pleasant. Witness met Mrs. McKee at 
the divide fence and told her she was sus- 
picioned. She denied the deed. 

Witness had called on Mrs. McKee while in 
jail and said to her he was sorry this thing had 
appened, and he was sorry to see her in jail. 
THE DOCTORS TESTIFY. 

Dr. D. L. McCall was then introduced, and 
testified that he was called to see Mrs. Wim- 
pee on Tuesday, the 235d of September. He 
thought she had a; nervous headache, like a 
similar attack two or three weeks previous. 
Wednesday night he decided she was suffering 
from an irritant poison. 

“T wanted a consultation. Dr. Hoyt was 
called in Friday.”’ He agreed with witness 
that she was poisoned. Dr. T. M. Holmes was 
called in, and he agreed it was a case of poi- 


son. 

The state then sought to have Mrs. Wim- 
pee’s statements to Dr. McCall in reference to 
the poison and her opinion as to what it was 
caused by, as part of the res geste. 

Defense objected. The jury was retired to 
their room, and arguments consumed a good 
part of the evening. The judge said he wanted 
to hear arguments at 8:50 o’clock tomorrow 
morning, and he would then decide. The 
jury was brought in. 

Witness said that a part of the large intes- 
tines and the stomach of the deceased were put 
in a jar, and given to Mr. Richards to carry to 
Professor White. 

At this time, nearly 5 o’clock, Court Ste- 
nographer Kiker was taken ill, and the court 
had to adjourn until 8:30 o’clock in the 
morning.

By the Explosion of a Grist Mill Boller 
in Milledgeville—A Young 
Man Killed. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 30.—[Special.] 
Captain C. W. Ennis’s grist mil), at the Geor- 
gia railroad depot, exploded today, and its 
thundering roar shook the city. Mr. Charles 
Ennis, the oldest son of the owner of the mill, 
was buried under the wreck and mangled be- 
yond recognition. : 

INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER. 

The end of the millhouse was torn into 
threads, and adjoining property was more or 
less damaged. A piece of the boiler, esti- 
mated as weighing 1,000 pounds, was blown 
over the Milledgeville fertilizer works, over 
200 yards away. Another piece of iron was 
sent with such force against the roof of the 
oilhouse that it crashed through the roof and 
floor. A brick was blown through a car-box 
100 yards away, while a stray piece 
of iron tore up the roofing 
on the depot, fifty yards off. 

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The cause of the explosion isnot definitely 
known, but is thought to have been a defect 
in the boiler. At the time of the explosion 
the boiler had two gauges of water, and only 
sixty pounds of steam. Young Ennis had 
stopped running to raise more steam, and was 
in the act of oiling the works when the explo- 
sion occurred. When the engine 
stopped the mill hands all went 
out to see an approaching train, 50 
none of them were injured. 

A STRANGE FEATURE. 

A strange feature of the explosion was the 
escape of twenty-three hogs which were in a 
pen at the end of the boiler. They escaped 
without a scratch, while the pen was covered 
with iron, and everything else near was torn 
into splinters. The financial loss from the ex- 
plosion will foot up above $1,000.

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Mr. Stanley*s Lecture. 

Mr. Henry M. Stanley's visit to At- 
lanta is an event of no ordinary im- 
portance. One does not see such men 
once in a generation and only a few 
tities in the country have heard him tell 
what no one else can tell—the story of 
the dark continent. 

It is impossible to overestimate the 
Importance of the part Africa will play 
in the great affairs of the coming gen- 
eration. The great powers of Europe all 
have their stakes set in Africa, and 
there are yet to be met and conquered 
the Moslem hosts that in the middle ages 
almost overran Europe, and for a time 
waged desperate war with Christian 


‘chivalry. When the frenzied hosts of the 


Mahdi had annihilated two armies, one 
under an English general, Chinese Gor- 
fon, one of the grandest men of the 
century staked his life on the effort to 
calm those perturbed spirits and lost it. 
It was from these fanatics that Stanley 
went to rescue Emin Pasha; and after 
tearing his way for six months through 
the deadly jungle of an African forest, 
he succeeded. 

But, what is of greater moment—for 
they are there for all time—the magnifi- 
cent resources of a strange dark conti- 
nent are made to appear. Alone in the 
darkness of superstition, opulence of this 
dark continent flashes out in the ghastly 
light of conflagration and sanguinary 
struggle. The very footsteps of explora- 
tion are traced in the bloody marks of 
suffering and death. Where nature, su- 
perb in her royal richness, has prepared 
gm peerless empire for man, and _ sighs 


-Impatiently at his long delay, a benighted 


intellect reels upon her throne, drunk in 
blood and superstition, groping helplessly 
in darkness, but stretching out feeble 
hands toward the light of advancing 
civilization. A new continent, greater 
than ours is about to be opened to the 
world, and who can tell the result? 
Where will the restless tide of immigra- 
tion go now, and where will its wild 
waves be stayed? We have heard of the 
coming of the homeless of all nations 
to our soil, and we have looked to find 
them places among us, but what will 
we say of Africa, the great, the opulent, 
the unknown? In the coming years we 
must make new calculations for com- 
merce; we must take account of new 
and unknown resources in this terra in- 


‘cognita. African wood and iron, African 


fruits and cereals, African cotton and 


‘ African fabrics we must be prepared to 


meet in the markets of the world, and 


if our merchants are wise, they will be 


up and doing for African trade. Before 
the war yankee-skippers made fortunes 
by carrying cargoes to the gold coast 
and Stanley says they may do even bet- 
ter now. It is a great unknown field of 
vast possibilities. 

No man in this generation can tell us 
so much of this new continent as Henry 
M. Stanley. He will be with us Thurs- 
day, and it is not likely that we will 
ever see him again. In a few days he 
will sail for England, and then, perhaps, 
after a season of rest, plunge into the 
dark continent again. He is in the prime 
of life, but his hair is white from des-

A Conspiracy Exposed. 

We publish today a dispatch from our 
Washington correspondent, which gives the 
inside history of a political conspiracy which 
is as infamous as it is surprising. It will be 
read with interest, not unmixed with indig- 
nation by the friends of Mr. Crisp in Geor- 
gia, and, indeed, by democrats throughout 
the country. 

It isaconspiracy plain and simple, and 
when we-consider the source from whence it 
comes, its origin and subsequent unfolding, 
it becomes more and more a matter of sur- 
prise. 

That The St. Louis Republic, a demo- 
cratic newspaper, should lend its columns 
to blackmail and abuse; that it should con- 
spire against the best men in the demo- 
cratic party and seek to cripple the influence 
of a man like Charles F. Crisp, is matter for 
wonder, indignation and contempt among 
all good democrats. 

The true inwardness of the conspiracy 
against Mr. Crisp is so fully set forth in the 
article from our Washington correspondent 
that it needs nothing in this column but the 
emphasis of the condemnation it deserves. 
It is an infamous scheme which will fail ut- 
terly. Mr. Crisp is a man above reproach, 
He has towered above men in advocating 
the interests of the democratic party, and 
the interests of the people at large. His 
record shines with good deeds and brilliant 
achievements; he is one of the first demo- 
crats of the country whose reputation is safe 
from the slanders of his enemies. The con- 
spiracy which this St. Louis newspaper has 
countenanced cannot injure him, though 
personal and political injury is its object. 

Slander loves a shining mark, and The 
Republic has it in Mr. Crisp. To prove the 
infamy of The Republic’s conspiracy, we 
have only to quote one paragraph from an 
article that appeared in that paper recently. 
Here it is: ‘*The next speaker of the 
house will be a tariff reformer who does not 
believe in levying taxes, or in adjusting 
them to promote incidental larceny, and his 
name will not be Crisp.” 

That is the way The Republic pelts its 
political mud; but it will not stick. The 
prediction about a Crisp-Hill-Gorman com- 
bine will not help the conspirators, but, on 
the contrary, all this political scheming and 


abuse will react and hold them up to public | 


indignation and contempt. 

But we repeat that the part played in the 
conspiracy by The St. Louis Republic is un- 
worthy of a democratic newspaper; it is 
mean; it is contemptible. Charles F. Crisp 
will yet confound all conspirators against 
him, whether democratic or republican! 


Tax the Big Incomes, 


At the recent Springfield jubilee over the 
election of John M. Palmer to the United 
States senate, Congressman Mansur made a 
notable speech, in which he presented some 
strong arguments in favor of the income tax. 

Mr. Mansur takes it for granted that tariff 
reform is coming. It will, of course, greatly 
reduce federal revenues, and in order to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the government and 
the demands of the pension system he sug- 
gests the income tax. 

For many years wealth has escaped federal 
taxation. The rich man if he consumes no 
more than the poor man pays no more tax to 
the government. The revenue laws are 
framed in the interest of the wealthy, and 
exempt them from the just burdens of taxa- 
tion. The remedy is the income tax. It is 
a necessity, or the farmers will never better 
their condition. Until we have it all tariff 
and financial reform will be a mere sham. 

No matter if the tax is odious. All taxes 
are odious to some people. This tax will be 
just. It will follow the system of the states, 
counties and municipalities, under which 
wealth is taxed—under which the man who 
is worth ten or a hundred times more than 
his neighbor pays taxes in proportion. As 
matters stand at present wealth escapes fed- 
eral taxation, and contributes nothing to the 
government, 

With an income tax, the farmers and 
masses of the people generally will get rid of 
the depressing effects of the most unjust and 
unequal system of taxation that any country 
ever endured in modern times. It is un- 
necessary to say that these points in Mr. 
Mansur’s speech received the hearty endorse- 
ment of his hearers. 


A Shriek from Joseph Cook, 


The Rey. Joseph Cook, of Boston, shows 
that age cannot wither, nor custom stale, his 
infinite malignity. 

In an interview in St. Louis, last Satur- 
day, Mr. Cook told a reporter that the south, 
in proportion to its population, had three 
times as much power as the north in the 
representative departments of the govern- 
ment.. He charged that this was due to the 
political suppression and personal serfdom 
of the negroes. 

The Boston preacher complained that the 
new south was only the old south intensified 
in its bitterness. The remedy, he thought, 
was national education under federal super- 
vision. 

We have seen so much of this stuff in 

northern partisan journals that it no longer 
stirs our wrath. As General Toombs used 
to say, public indignation has become fa- 
tigued. 

But Mr. Cook said one thing to the St. 
Louis reporter that should not be allowed to 
go unanswered. He said: ‘Why, sir, to 
show how the south feels today, Mr. Stanley 
had to cancel his engagements in Texas, be- 
cause he was threatened with kukluxing, 
because it is claimed that he took French 
leave of the confederate service the 
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never allows the facts of the case to hamper 
him when he has a point to make. In this 
instance he calmly frames a false indictment 
against Texas and the entire south in order 
to link his name with Stanley’s, and draw 
large and -sympathetic audiences in the 
north. The trick is worthy of a mounte- 
bank, 

Now, let us get at the real truth of the 
matter. Major Pond wrote from Los 
Angeles, Cal., that he had canceled Stanley’s 
dates in Texas, because he thought the late 
floods would cause delays on the Southern 
Pacific railroad. There is a plain, satis- 
factory, business-like reason, and it will be 
accepted by fair-minded and intelligent 
people, 

All this, however, is wasted on the cranky 
parson. He sees kuklux in every southern 
bush, and it is no use to talk to him about 
floods and railway washouts. If he should 
hear of an earthquake in Texas he would 
attribute it to kuklux dynamite.

The Chilian War. 


From the first the insurgents seem to have 
had the advantage of the Chilian govern- 
ment. Having possession of the Chilian 
fleet, with several strong ironclads, they 
have made great demonstrations on the 
coast, while their land forces marched onthe 
capital. tae 

Months have passed by, and the expected 
collapse of the government has not come. 
On the contrary, it seems to grow stronger. 
Santiago is still strong, and Valparaiso is for- 
tified with defenses constructed on the most. 
approved plan of the modern science of war. 
A German ship has succeeded in landing 
7,000 rifles under fire from the fleet, and 
other large shipments of arms and muni 
tions of war have been received by the gov- 
ernment. The few ironclads have not been 
able to blockade an extended coast line and 
it is not probable that they will hold even 
their present advantage. The live powerful 
cruisers ordered by the Chilian government 
some time ago are complete and ready for 
service. They have the high speed of 
twenty-one knots an hour, and are armed 
and equipped in the most approved style. 
Two large cruisers have recently been 
bought and will join the others. When this 
powerful armament arrives in Chilian wa- 
ters, it will probably be too much for the old 
fronclads, which have a speed of only ten 
knots, with an armament inferior to that 
of the new cruisers. Time is evidently 
making for the government. Revolution- 
ists should strike quick or not atall. They 
are giving the government opportunity to 
strengthen itself against them. 

We have had such meager and unfatis- 
factory accounts of the trouble between 
President Balmaceda and the insurgents 
that it is impossible to tell what are the real 
merits of the controversy. If, as we hava 
supposed, he isa despot, and the people, 
after long suffering, are in arms against him, 
they will finally prevail.

Like all others of 
that caliber, her plea for continued robbery is 
far-fetched and not real. From the silur- 
ring remark which she made as to my 
manners and the school in which I was 
trained, I have this to say: Thatif she, and prob- 
ably -her liege lord, had drank deeper at the 
same fount, commenced more with the fore- 
fathers, instead of these modern shylocks, it 
would have been much better tor our wellenigh 
enslaved country, 

She appears to be entirely ignorant of the fact 
that the very currency, corporate state currency, 
which she is advocating and contending for its 
restitution, the coin part of gold and silver 
hid out, as it always does in every hour of trial of 
the nation, and was the last to reappear on the 
field of traffic when the trouble was over;

Nota dollar of it 
was redeemed or was of any benefit to the wow 
Through the same paper currency, we are reliably 
informed from commercial history and statistics, 
in 1838 in the state of New York 
alone thirty-four banks out of forty 
tailed, robbing the people of at least $800,000 
besides the loss of depositors, which does not 
appear. The absurd and hard-up idea of com- 
paring the American lands of today with good 
and righteous tities, to the confiscated lands upon 
which the French assignats were issued, is pre- 

osterous in the extreme, Who wants to or will 
on stolen property? In regard to continental 
money, I say again that it was the specie resump- 
tion basis upon which it was issued that, like the 
exception close upon the greenback, 
was concocted by a set of bank = con- 
spirators at Washington, and was a partial 
repudiation of their own paper, and whats 
will do it again—produced the depreciation. 
No nation has a right to issue or base :a currency 
alone upon the inherent value of one or two com- 
modities—but its insignia must carry with it the 
resources of the nation. Again the Argentine 
republic is nota fair and just comparison--the 
“cedulas” were mortgages given by individuals 
and interest guaranteed by government,and they 
sold to the highest bidder, for the purpose of in- 
ternal improvement at hry mee wen expense, for 
a class of nobility—which Patrick Henry said 
would wrest froin every republic, if 
carried out, the last vestige of 
liberty which they possessed, Now tothe culmi- 
nating nightmare—the subtreasury, the plank 
upon which 80 many “governmental pap suck- 
ers,” their affiliators, sympathizers have stranded 
themselves, by attempting to down it by hurling 
their scurrilous ridicule atit. We are told that in 
1848,its exact copy saved the French republic from 
inevitable financial failure, and society from disin- 
tegration, when gambling Shylock had laid his 
plan, drove down his stakes for the overthrow 
of the republic, andjalljsuch prophetesses as “R. 
A. F.” and their associate conspirators were 
made to eat and take back their own 
predictions. God grant that history in this in- 
Stance may repeat itself. ‘All hail to the sub- 
treasury !”’ 

Will “R, A. F.” plead antiquity upon us fora 
continuance of those old barbaric customs in re-

We 
want much less talk about thatimpossible thing, 
ha money of the world,” and much more action 
in ‘regard to what shall be the money of America.

upon which the sub-treasury pro- 
posed to be enacted, what better 
collateral could you desire or demand when we 
are confronted with the fact that over $1,600,000,- 
000 of the prime or absolute necessities of life— 
food and clothing—have to change hands annu- 
ally in consumption, and there is not $1 of cur- 
rency in circulation to represent it with which to 
effect the exchange. The logic of her goldbu 
act is to create one unit of value for the rich, an 
a depreciated one for the poor. She says “she has 
no patience with extortion,’ but still she would 
hedge us with such “financial conspiracies” as to 
render them possible and place a premium “— 
them. The reason why General Washington had 
to send to Holland, wasthat he was then having 
to wiggle to extricate himself and nation from the 
mistake which he and other federalists had made 
in the past, and which “R.A. F.’’ and her con- 
spirators are trying hard to perpetuate and saddle 
upon America, namely, specie redemption.

the same rate. In Missouri three horses sold at 
$1.50 each, one large ox. at 1244 cents; five cows, 
two steers and one calf, the lot for $3.25; twenty 
sheep at 1344 cents each, twenty-four hogs at 25 
cents for the lot; one eight-day clock at $2.50; lot 
of tobacco, seven or eight hogsheads, at $5; three 
stacks of hay at 25 cents each.” 

Now, an object lesson: “‘The metallic money of 
the Roman empire during the Christian era at one 
time amounted to $1,800,000,000. By the end of the 
fifteenth century it had shrunk to less than $200,- 
000,000. During this period a most cxtraordinary 
and balefal change took place in the condition of 
the world. Population dwindled, and commerce, 
arts, wealth and freedom ali disappeared. The 
seg were reduced by poverty and misery to 

he most degraded conditions of serfdom and 
slavery. The disintegration of society was 
almost complete. The conditions cf life were so 
hard that individual selfishness was the 
only thing consistent with the instinct of self- 
preservation. All public spirit, all generous 
emotions, all the noble aspirations of man 
shriveled and disappeared, as the volume of mone 
shrunk and prices fell. History records no suc 
disastrous transition as that from the Roman em- 
pire to the dark ages. Money is the great instru- 
ment of association, the very fiber of social 
organism the vitalizing force of in- 
dustry, the protoplasm of civilization, and as 
essential to its existence as oxygen is to animal 
life. Without money civilization could not have 
had a beginning; with a diminishing supply it 
must languish, and, uniess relieved, finally perish.’

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HOW A PURCHASING AGENT WOULD 
BAVE 


Money to the City and Prevent Discrimi- 
nation—The Tax Committee Meets. 
In the City Hall. 


Does Atlanta need a purchasing agent? 

Those most conversant with the situation 
assert most positively that she does. 

Anda careful study of the question will 
satisfy almost any one that a purchasing agent 
is a necéssity. 

In four departments only, Atlanta has 164 
horses and mules, and the feed bills for these 
departments, for 1890, are of themselves con- 
clusive argument in favor of a centraliza- 
tion of the buying power. 

Ordinarily, centralization is not to be desired. 

But glance at this, and see if it is not a good 
thing for the taxpayer. 

The sanitary department had, in 1890, 
eighty horses and mules—a part of the time 
eighty-three—and the feed bill for the year 
amounted to $9,373.42. 

In 1890 the police department had twenty 
horses, and the feed bill was $2,054.98. 

The street department works more horses 
and mules than any other department in the 
city, except the sanitary, and in 1890 had from 
thirty-two to thirty-five head of stock. Here 
the feed bill was $3,452.50. 

Two more horses were in the fire department 
in 1890 than in the police department. The 
fire department fed its twenty-four horses at @ 
cost of $2,066.21, 

The head of each department has purchased 
the feed for the stock of that department for 
years. 

And the result has been a great discrepancy 
in the cost per head. 

In the sanitary department each head of 
stock has cost each month $10.01. 

In the police department the cost for each 
horse has been $7.78 a month. 

The fire department has paid $7.16 a month 
for each horse. 

The cost for each horse in the street depart- 
ment has been $11.10 a month. 

Had the purchasing of the feed staff been in 
the hands of one person only the cost of stock 
feed would have been less. 

Then in addition to this the buying is a sub- 
ject of severe criticism among the grain deal- 
ers. Favoritism is openly declared by them. 
The grain men say that it is impossible to sell 
to some of the departments as_ the 
heads buy from one house only 
and will not divide their trade. 

. Others, however, go around generally before 
uying. 

N a te ago, the grain men prepared a 
petition, which was signed by nearly every 
merchant in Atlanta, asking that the trade 
be divided, but nothing more was ever heard 
of the petition. 

Those Streets on the West Side. 

The paper withdrawing the proposition to 
give landin the western part of the city for 
streets, has been received at the city hall. 

A copy of the resolution ordering the work 
was with it. 

That resolution reads: 

Resolved, by the mayor and general council, 
That in consideration of H. T. Inman desiring to 
improve a large tract of land within a mile of the 
carshed, in the western part of the city, he pro- 
poses to give the city the following streets free of 
charge, provided the commissioner of public 
works be directed to work out the following 
Streets: Jones avenue and Bush street, between 
DeGive alley and Vine street, and Lambert and 
Walnut street from Simpson to John street, so 
that the owner will know how to grade this prop- 
erty. 

. The New Station House. 

The special committee on locating and build- 
ing anew station house will meet tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The committee .was to have met this after 
noon but a postponement was ordered because 
Captain English could not be present. 

Mr. Woodward, Mr. Reinhardt and Mr. Me- 
Bride, of the public building committee, Mr. 
Rice, Mr. Hutchison, Mr. Shropshire, Mr. Tur- 
ner and Mr. Hendrix, of the finance commit- 
tee, Mr. King, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, and Captain Englisa, chairman of the 
board of police commissioners, form the special 
committee. 

Two schemes for a new station house will be 
presented during the mecting, and the indica- 
tions are that a detinite plan will be adopted. 

The Tax Committee.

Uncle Sam Relaxes His Grip on One of His 
Former Employes. 

John N. Stonecypher has been acquitted in 
the circuit court of returning false reports to 
the an ury auditor for the postoflice depart- 
ment. 

Stonecypher is the son of P. J. Stonecypher, 
postmaster at Mills, Whitfield county. In 
1887 he was his father’s assistant. He was ac- 
cused of sending false returns to the treasury 
auditor. The reports dated from October 1, 
1887, to December 31, 1887, and from J anuary 
1, 1858, to March 31, 1888. They included the 
sales of postage stamps, stamped envelopes, 

tal cards, newspaper and odical stamps. 
twas alleged against StomOUO*sher that he 
doctored these returns, while sting postmas- 
ter, so as to increase his co,,.pensation, and 
that the moneys so fraudulentiy obtained were 
used to pay debts and purchase merchandise. 

The case was hotly contested, Glenn & Mad- 
dox appearing for the defense and District At- 
torney Darnell for the prosecution. 

Stonecypher was acquitted on a technicality. 
According to the indictment he purchased the 
goods of M. Swartz, of Chattanooga, whereas 
they were bought of M. Swartz & Co. On this 
apparently trivial point he was acquitted. 

To a disinterested party it looks as though 
Stonecypher was not guilty of any intentional 
offense. The only thing proven against him 
was the purchase of a pair of shoes of Swartz 
& Co., for which he paid $1.50 in postage 
stam ps. 

A letter was produced in court from Stone- 
cypher to Swartz & Co.,in which the writer 
said he sent the stamps, because he could not 
get a bill, from which it was inferred that he 
returned the cash value of the stamps to the 
money drawer. 

It is against the statutes for employes of the 
government to use stamps for any such 
purpose.

An important order was issued by the gov- 
ernor yesterday, relative tothe pensions for 
confederate widows. 


Whereas, The act of the recent general assembly, 
providing pensions for the widows of confederate 
soldiers, stipulates that each widow, entitled 
under its provisions, shall receive $100, and the 
general appropriation act sets apart $60,000 to 
cover this expenditure ; 

And whereas, There is now official information 
in this department, furnished by the ordinaries of 
the several counties, making the number of appli- 
cants more than 4,000 ; 

And whereas, It will be impossible under the 
existing circumstances to establish any rules by 
which the money appropriated may be judiciously 
and properly distributed until all the applications 
Shali be filed in this office and passed upon under 
the provisions of the law. It is therefore 

Ordered, That payments of pensions to the 
widows of confederate {soldiers will not begin 
until ample time has been given to receive and 
pass upon ali applications. Of this, due notice 
will be given through the papers and the ordina- 
ries of the several counties. The ordinaries are 
respectfully instructed to explain the provisions 
of this order and instruct every applicant tosend 
her proofs to this department and await notice of 
readiness to begin the payments.

we STRIKE 18 oF¥. 


her News of General Interest 
Men all Through This Section of 
the Country. 


Trouble on the East Tennessee still contin- 
ues, and, although the firemen and brakemen 
are not organized, they are in an unsettled 
state, and are liable to quit work at any time. 

The road was inconvenienced for a short 
time yesterday morning, but the trouble was 
s00n settled, and no further disturbance has 
been reported. 

“What are the men striking about this 
time?” was asked of Superintendent Beauprie 
yesterday. 

“It was not astrike,’’ he answered, ‘the men 
were moved to quit work through threats and 
intimidation.”’ 

“‘Who is making the trouble?” 

“The same men who tried to get up a strike 
several days ago. Sunday afternoon I sent for 
the train hands of the freights about to start 
out, and had a little talk withthem. There 
were fifty present, and among the number I 
noticed a white man named Jeffries, who was 
one of the ringleaders of the last movement, 
and whom I subsequently discharged. He 
had no business there, and I told him so, or- 
dering him to leave. He left. 

*“‘Nine freight trains had been made up, and 
were about to pull out, four south and five 
north, at Sunday midnight, when Blodgett 
and Jeffries, at the head of about twenty-five 
men, the majority of whom were negroes, 
marched up to the trains, and by threatening 
violence induced the hands to get off the 
trains. They appealed to me, and I immedi- 
ately telephoned the police. In a short time 
they appeared; the disturbers fled and the 
trains started out. Those bound south 
were not molested. But the _ north- 
bound trains were intercepted about two miles 
out by the saine crowd, who had sneaked out 
through the yards. I wassent for and imme- 
diately went for the sheriff. He and myself, 
together with about ten deputies and railroad 
men, boarded an engine and steamed out to. the 
scene of the trouble. Again the crowd scat- 
tered and again the trains started up. We 
have had no trouble since.”’ 

‘‘But what became of Blodgett and the rest 
of the crowd ?’’ 

‘“‘We searched for them, but they had 
escaped in the darkness and we could not find 
them.”’ 

‘*Will you make complaint against Blodgett 
and Jeffries ?”’ 

‘Yes, they have bothered me enough now. 
If their actions do not constitute the term, ‘in- 
citing to riot,’ I don’t know what does. One 
more such action on their part and I shall have 
them arrested on that ground.”’ 

About ten or twelve ‘‘dead-heads,’’ or extra 
hands, quit the road yesterday morning, but 
all of the regulars are still at work. 

That was the situation last night.

It 
will also pay ali their expenses, including hotel 
bills, ‘The boys look forward to a grand time. 
About 500 will attend. 

It is reported that negotiations are in progress 
whereby the Brice-Thomas syndicate will gain 
control of the Cincinnati, Jackson and Mackinaw 
road, with a view to northern feeders for the 
Richmond Terminal and Lake Erie and Western 
systems. 

The gross earnings of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road for the third week of Mareh were $351, 
005, a decrease from the corresponding week of 
last year Of $2,899.

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A PECULIAR CASE IN JUSTICE LAN- 
DRUM’S COURT YESTERDAY, 


Mrs. Leon Gains One Point Against Chan 
Yee, Whom She Charged with Ma- 
liclous Mischief and Gambling. 


There was a funny case in Justice Lan- 
drum’s court yesterday. 

Mrs. H. Leon, relict of the late high leader 
of Atlanta celestials, swore out two warrants 
azainst Chan Yee, an orange-hued heathen 


from Cathay. : 

The first charge was grounded on the fact 
that she sent sixteen shirts to Chan Yee’s 
establishment, corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets, and when returned the private mark 
oneach and every one of them had been 
obliterated with a big Smudge of ink. 

She set forth that Chan had been trying to 
injure her business, and had not only damaged 
the shirts, but had succeeded in injuring} her 
business materially. She claimed that she 
sent the shirts to him to be laundried, her own 
establishment being overcrowded ; and instead 
of doing them up neatly, he returned them 
slovenly starched and ironed and disfigured 
with those black splotches. 

Colonel W. M. Bray was retained for the 
prosecution, and Mr. Garrett, of Blackburn & 
Garrett, for the defense.

The courtroom was full of people, quite a 
number being Chinamen. 

With Mrs. Leon was her half-grown daugh- 
ter and a negroservant. The latter conducted 
himself in such a manner toward the widow, 
and especially the girl, as made everybody 
present feel like pitching him out of the win- 
dow. He tried to make himself the observed 
of all observers by his grinning and ogling, 
and it looked as if he were father confessor, 
general advisor and high factotum generally. 

Itsoon developed that neither counsel nor 
court could understand the witness, and after 
several vain attempts to make the witness 
comprehend his meaning, Mr. Garrett asked 
for an interpreter.
